Please CANCEL claim 10 without prejudice or disclaimer, and AMEND claims 9, 11, 13, 
16, 17, 51, 53, 56, and 62, as follows: 

9. (TWICE AMENDED) A method for compensating for defocus of an optical 
recording medium, the method comprising: 

detecting the defocus of the optical recording medium using a light beam having a 
wavelength of roughly 430 nm or less; and 

compensating a recording signal with respect to the detected defocus, including 
adjusting a power level required for recording the recording signal.
